The demand, now made imperative in respect of all hymn tunes 
intended for use in church, that they shall be congregational, is a 
restriction which necessarily has its effect in repressing the in- 
clination of most composers to choose a hymn-tune as a form into 
which they may throw their ideas. When the conditions of per- 
formance are that the melody will inevitably be doubled, and 
harmonies probably be extemporised, by the singers, few musicians 
feel disposed to create any but the roughest matter for such rough 
usage. Anything of delicacy in the melody or of independent 
thought in ihe harmony must necessarily be out of place under 
such circumstances. Much really beautiful work is being wrought, 
nevertheless, by way of settings of the more poetical and sug- 
gestive of our modern hymns. Dr. Dykes, for instance, has 
worked in four-part hymnody to good purpose, regardless of the 
fate which, in respect of performance, must necessarily await his 
always thoughtful and sometimes really poetical productions. 
Whether he or any similar composer could hear hit* hymns sung in 
church, under the usual conditions, without exquisite torture, is a 
question. If congregations would agree to sing the melody only, 
in octaves, it would be some comfort to composers, who would 
then have at least the element of certainty in the conditions of 
performance, and might write accordingly. 

But even in the event of such a happy compromise as this (to 
■which probably we shall eventually come in cur churches), the 
more delicate kind of hymn music which is growing up around us, 
and may be fount in octavo form, for the most part, at Messrs! 
Novello's, will never survive congregational performance un- 
harmed. 

Happily for those of our young musicians whose taste leads 
them to attempt the setting in music of the beautiful and devo- 
tional lyrics of which so many have lately b«en added to the 
Church's sioret, there is a growing demand for what may be called 
chamber hymn music. It is not in, but after, church, that the 
hymns to which we allude are ?>ung; at the meeting, on Sunday 
evening, of a few choir friends in the choirmaster's drawing-room, 
or on some week- night at the rooms of the musical curate. For 
such occasions as these, or the still happier case of a household 
where music forms a portion of family prayer, a distinct class of 
little compositions is growing up, a group of which are named at 
the head of this article. For although Mr Tilleard calls his little 
works 'choral hymns," there is not one of them which is not 
better suited for performance by a single voice to each part than by 
a choir of voices: and the result of their being sung by any 
ordinary congregation we shudder to contemplate. All are written 
in four parts, as distinguished from mere tunes with harmonies 
added; and all are characterised by harmonies which are alter- 
nately too bold and too delicate for any but the mwt careful 
handling. 'Sun of my Soul," the first we have named, approaches, 
in its melody a little too near the entimental to be quite in 
keeping with the poetry of Keble, which, in spite of the wording 
of the first line, is one of the most reverent hymns in the language. 
"O Light of Life" is remarkable for a bold transition into the 
subdominant; of the rest, except 'Christus Consolator," nothing 
need be said but that they are one and all poetical and original! 
while of the last-named, "Christus Consolator," we do not 
hesitate to say that nothing more beautiful of its kind has come 
before us.
